Supreme Court Has 


Solved a Great Problem—Customs 
Duties No Longer Apply Thereto. 


ABHINGTON, December 2.—The 
United States Supreme Court to- 
. a decision in the 
case ii J. Pepke against the 
United States. This * case known 
as the “Fourteen diamond rings case,” 
and involves the constitutionality of the 
imposition of customs duties upon 
merchandise brought into the United 
States from the Philippine Islands, 
after the exchange of the peace treaty 
with Spain. The opinion eas handed 
down by Chief Justice Fuller. 

The opinion was adverse 
claims of the government, 
ground the Philippine islands 
were, at t time the ri were 
brought in, American * — Ceas- 
ing to be foreign territory, they become 
domestic territory. The decision in 
the De Lima Porto Rican cases was 
eited at length, and it was held that 
the resolution adopted by Congress 
concerning the Philippines, was not 
sufficient to change the situation. 

The Chief Justice completed his 
opinion by reversing the decision of 
the court below. Justice Brown read 
an opinion concurring in the result, but 
differing from the conclusions drawn 
on minor points. Justices Gray, Shiras, 
White and McKenna dissented. 

This case is one of the two important 
cases left undecided by the court at 
its last term, when it decided a num- 
ber of cases involving the customs and 
relations of the United States with its 
insular possessions. The cases decided 
at that time bore entirely upon the 
relations of this country with Porto 
Rico, and this was the only case of a 
large number which were then argued 
and considered, which invalved the 
relations of the United States with the 
Philippines. The other cases involve 
the right to impose duty on articles ex- 
ported: from the United States to 
Porto Rico, .

States vessel. which transported his 
regiment to San Francisco, where he 
was mustered out. 

Later, he came with the rings to 
Chicago, where the rings were seized 
by the customs officials under the 
claim that the Philippines were for- 
eign territory, and merchandise brought 
from those islands was sybject to 


duties. Pepke set up the claim that 
customs duties on merchandise under 
the circumstances, were contrary to the 
United States laws, and in violation of

from the District Court of the United 
States for the northern district of Un- 
nols. In that court the facts set up in 
Pepke's plea were admitted by a de- 
murrer filed by the United States, and 
that court sustained the demurrer, 
overruling the plea and entering judg- 
ment against the merchandise seiaed, 
and directing that it be sold in accord- 
ance with the law, and against this de- 
cision the present writ of error was 
prosecuted. 

In his opinion in the Philippine case 
Chief Justice Fuller said that the Phil- 
ippine Islands ceased to be foreign ter- 
ritory as soon as the Paris treaty of 
peace was signed, and the resolution 
to which he referred as being ineffect- 
ive wae the resolution adopted by the 
Senate soon after the ratification of the 
treaty. 

After stating the case at some length, 
Chief Justice Fuller quoted somewhat 
extensively from the opinion of this 
court in the case of De Uma vs. Bid- 
well. His principal quotetion from that 
case was the paragraph setting forth 
the theory that a country remains for- 
eign with respect to the tariff laws un- 
til Congress has acted, by embracing 
it within the customs. The opinion 
them continued as follows:

liminary to the declaration of war, but 
after title had been passed by ratified 
cessation. It is enough that this wes 
a joint resolution; that it was adopted 
by the Senate by a vote of 26 to 22, not 
two-thirds of a quorum; and that it ts 
absolutely without legal significance 
on the question before us. 

“The meaning of the treaty cannot 
be controlled by subsequent explana- 
tions of some of those who may have 
voted to ratify it. What view the 
House might have taken aa to the in- 
tention of the senate in ratifying the 
treaty we are not informed, nor is it 
material, and if any implication from 
the action referred to could properly 
be indulged, it would seem to be that 
two-thirds of a quorum of the Senate 
did not consent to the ratification on 
the grounds indicated. 

“It is further contended that a dis- 
tinction exists, in that, while complete 
possession of Porto Rico was taken by 
the United States, thie was not so as 
to the Philippines, because of the 
armed resistance of the native inhab- 
itants to a greater or less extent. We 
must decline to assume that the - 
ernment wishes thus to disparage ‘the 
title of the United States, or to place 
itself in the position of waging a war 
of conquest. 

“The sovereignty of Spain over the 
Filipinos and possession under cleim 
of title had existed for a long series 
of years prior to the war with the 
United States. The fact that there 
were insurrections against her, or that 
uncivilized tribes may have defied her 
will did not affect the validity of her 
title. @he granted the islands to the 
United States, and the grantee, in ec- 
cepting them, took nothing less than 
the whole grant. If those in insurrec- 
tion dgainst Spain continued in insur- 
rection against the United States, the 
legal title and possession of the latter 
remained unaffected. 
| “We do not understand that it is 
claimed that in carrying on the pend- 
ing hostilities the government is seek- 
ing to subjugate the people of a for- 
eign country, but, on the contrary, that 
it is preserving order and suppressing 
insurrection in territory of the United 
States. It follows that the jurisdiction 
of the United States is adequate, and 
this cannot be admitted for one pur- 
pose and denied for another. 

“It is sought to detract from the 
weight of the ruling in De Lima vs. 
Bidweil, because one of the five Jus- 
tices concurring in the judgment in 
that case concurred in the judgment in 
Downs vs. Bidwell. In De Lima ves. 
Bidwell, Porto Rico was held not td be 
a foreign country after cession, and 
that & prior act, exclusively applicable 
to foreign countries, became inappli- 


cable.

York, not in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution in respect to 
the imposition of duties, imposts and 
excieés, was valid. Four of the mem- 
bers of the court dissented frem and 
five concurred in the decision, though 
not on the same grounds. The Justice 
who delivered the opinion in De Lima's 
case was one of the majority, and was 
ot opinion that, although by the con- 
cession Porto Rico ceased to be a for- 
eign country and became territory. of 
the United States and domestic, yet 
that it was merely ‘appurtenant’ terri- 
tory, and not a part of the United 
States within the revenue clauses of 
the Constitution. 

“This view placed the territory, 
though not foreign, outside of the re- 
strictions applicable to interstate com- 
merce, and conceded the power of Con- 
gress, when affirmatively exercised over 
a territory, situated as supposed, and 
uncontrolled by the provisions of the 
Constitution in respect to national 
taxation. The distinction was drawn 
between a special act in respect of the 
particular country, and a general and 
prior act only applicable to countries 
foreign to ours in every sense. The lat - 
ter was obliged to conform to the rule 
of uniformity, which was wholly dis- 
regarded in the former. 

“The ruling in the case of De Lima 
remained unaffected and controls that 
under consideration. And this is so 
notwithstanding four members of the 
majority in the De Lima case were of 
the opinion that Porto Rico did not 
become by the cession subjected to the 
exercise of governmental power in the 
levy of duty unrestricted by ex-con- 
stitutional limitations. 


“Decree reversed and case remanded 
with directions to quash the informa-

SECOND DOOLEY CASE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—- The United 
States Supreme Court today decided 
the second of the Dooley cases, involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the law of 
April 12, providing for the collection of 
duty on articles shipped from the 
United States into Porto Rico. The de- 
cision was rendered by Justice Brown. 
The government is sustained in the sec- 
ond Dooley case. 

CALIFORNIANS’ DRAWBACK. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.) The Supreme Court de- 
cision upon the Philippines cases to- 
day makes it necessary for the govern- 
ment to refund the duties paid upon 
exports to the Philippines from the 
United States. This will give a 
refund to only such exporters as paid 
their tax under protest. The amount 
involved is approximately $1.800,000, 
most of it being due to Californians. 

LEGISLATION PROBABLE. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M)} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—It is gener- 
ally believed that the finding in the 
Philippine case will lead to early et- 
forts to secure legislation for the reg- 
ulation of our commercial relations 
with those islands. As the Porto Rican 
opinion sustains the constitutionality 
of the Foraker act. no such necessity 
will arise with reference to Porto Rico. 

Justices Gray, White, Shiras and 
McKenna united in dissenting from 
the court's opifion in the Philippine 
case, but they filed no written state- 
ment beyond a mere note in which 
they sald that they “dissented for the 
reasons stated in their opinions in the 
case of De Lima vs. Bidwel!, Dooley 
va. the United States, and Downs vs.

EXPULSION OF ANARCHISTS. 
BURROWS PROPOSES A PLAN. 
{BY DIRECT WiKk TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.-—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Senator Burrows of Michi- 
gan will introduce a bill, Wednesday, 
providing for the exclusion and expui- 
sion of alien anarchists. By its pro- 
visions a board of inquiry is authorized 
to make diligent search for anarchists 
among foreigners coming to this coun- 
try, and by “pertinent questions as to 
his antecedents, his opinions as to go. 
ernment, and whether he belongs to 


any society or association with anar-. 


chistic tendencies, and it may examine 
the person of such alien for marks in- 
dicative of such membership; it may 
accept the evidence of an immigrant’s 
common reputation as an anarchist and 
the orders, decrees and judgments ot 
foreign governmets and police notifi- 
cations as prima facie evidence which 
may be deemed sufficient to prevent the 
admission of such aliens.” 

When an anarchist escapes this in- 
quisition he may be seized by the Com- 
missioner-Genera! of inquiry, and if, 
after a thorough and satisfactory in- 
quiry, is found to be a menace to the 
government as an anarchist, he may be 
deported to the country from whence 
he came. The Commissioner-Genera! in 
conducting these inquiries, is to have 
power to administer oaths and summon 
witnesses. Any convicted anarchist 
may have his case reviewed on appeal 
by any judge of the United States 
court. Any deported anarchist who re- 
turns may be subject to five years’ im- 
prizonment.

NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 


MORGAN LIKES HEPBURNS IDEAS 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}. Senator Perkins of Califor- 
nia has announced that he will himseit 
introduce a bill for the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal. This bill, Sena- 
tor Perkins says, wil be based entirely 
upon the facts furnished by those who 
are perfectly familiar with every de- 
tall of the subject. The bill will pro- 
vide for the appointment of a commis- 
sion of five men, to be known as the 
Nicaraguan Canal Construction Com. 
mission, to receive a salary of $19.000 
per year each, with a secretary and a 

full force of clerks in addition.

SHAND COMES FROM ANTIPODES 
TO VIEW THE FIELD. 

Manager of the Western Australia 

Company is Confident That the Trade 


Justifies Running a Line of Steamers 
to San Francisco. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Among the arrivals on the 
Cunarder Umbria from Liverpool was 
Robert Shand, general manager of the 
Western Australia Company. Shand 
is here on business connected with the 
line, and it is not improbable as a re- 
sult of his visit his company may be 
running by next September a fleet of 
freight steamers to and from San 
Francisco and Western Australia. In 
speaking of the matter he said: 

»I am here to look over the shipping 
field, and get an idea as to the pros- 
pects it holds out for a new line. If it 
is started the route will be from San 
Francisco to Western Australian ports. 
A branch office will also be in San 
Francisco. We are confident that the 
shipping field here offers excellent in- 
ducements. The trade between Amer- 
ica and Australia has grown enor- 
mously during the past four years, and 
pot a little difficulty is experienced in 
getting suitable and fast freight steam- 
ers to handle it. 

“Great changes in trade relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Australia 
wil probably occur in a very short 
time,” Shand said, “as a result of the 
new Australian tariff. This tariff will 
not injure our trade with foreign coun- 
tries, but Great Britain's trade with 
us, it is the general impression, will 
be seriously handicapped. Formerly 
Australian colonies, with the exception 
of the free trade colony of New South 
Wales, imposed protection duties 
against one another. Under the new 
Federal Constitution these are all 
swept away, and now all internal 
trade in Australia is free.”

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FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 

A great deal of important busi- 
ness will come before the first session 
of the Fifty-seventh Congress, which 
opened in Washington yesterday. The 
session is certain to be a very busy 
one, though there are no present indi- 
cations that it will be especially 
“stormy.” Some of the principal meas- 
ures to be considered will be likely to 
Jead to prolonged, and perhaps heated 
debate, as is usually the case when 
questions of great moment are under 
consideration. But there is no pros- 
pect of any serious deadlock. The Re- 
publicans have a good working ma- 
jority in each house, and on most of 
the leading issues they are tolerably 
well united. Our political opponents, 
as a matter of course, will be “agin 
the government” in most cases. But 
they are not numerically strong 
enough to do more than to cause an- 
noying delay in the enactment of 
measures desired by the majority. On 
some of these measures Democrats 
and Republicans can stand together, 
and these should not drag unneces- 
sarily before their enactment into law. 

The House of Representatives did 
well in reélecting David B. Hender- 
gon of Iowa to the Speakership. As 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Fifty-sixth Congress, Mr. 
Henderson won the esteem and ad- 
miration of his political opponents as 
well as of the Republican members. 
His rulings are generally conceded by 

“members on both sides of the House 
to have been eminently just and fair. 
‘He presided with dignity as well as 
with fairness, and with excellent dis- 
crimination and good judgment. His 
reGlection to the position is an in- 
dorsement which Mr. Henderson has 
honestly Won. The House is to be 
congratulated, for the retention of this 
experienced and capable member in 
the position of presiding officer will 
undoubtedly facilitate the transaction 
of the public business. 

Among the more important of the 
measures which will be considered at 
the present session will be the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill, which will come up 
in very much the same form as the 
Hepburn bill, which failed of passage 
at the last session, although there 
was a clear majority in favor of its 
provisions in both houses of Congress. 
The prospects are that the cana! bill 
will pass at the present session. All 
obstacles to the construction of the in- 
teroceanic Waterway have practically 
been cleared away, and tiere is a 
strong feeling throughout the country 
that the time has come to begin work 
in earnest. The new Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty will doubtless be brought be- 
fore the Senate Carly in the session, 
and as the principal objections which 
were raised to the old treaty have 
been done away with in the new, it 
seems a safe assumption that the 
treaty will be ratified without much 
discussion or delay. If Congress, at 
it} present session, should accomplish 
nothing more than the authorization 
of the ‘construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal, the session would not be bar- 
ren of good results. 

The question of tariff legisiation 
will develop more or less divergence 
of opinion among Republicans in both 
houses, but these differences are not 
likely to lead to serious results. Strong 
pressure will be brought to bear to se- 
cure the adoption of various schemes 
of reciprocity. But, on the other hand, 
most of these schemes will be promptly 
and vigorously opposed by the inter- 


5 ests and the sections which would or 


might be injured by their operation, 
should they go into effect. Of the out- 
come as to reciprocity there is some 
doubt. The victory will rest with 
those who can secure the most Con- 
gressional votes, This is a sort of 
Bunsbian view of the matter, but it is 
about as near to a safe prediction as 
it fs possible to get at this time. Of 
tariff legislation proper, there is likely 
to be little or none at this session of 
Congress. 

Then there is the immigration ques- 
tion, which is certain to occupy a 
large amount of attention. That an- 
other Chinese exclusion law will be 
enacted, to take the place of the Geary 
law, which expires in May, 1902, seems 
to be a foregone conclusion, and the 
prospects are that it will be even 
more stringent than the present law. 
But it will not be well, as The Times 
has heretofore pointed out, for Con- 
gress to stop with Chinese exclusion. 
There is no reason for singling out 
the Chinese for exclusion, while per- 
mitting an almost unrestricted influx 
of all sorts of undesirable immigrants 


from other countries. The whole 


question of immigration should be 
dealt with in a broad and statesman- 
Whatever legislation 
may be enacted it should not be the 
outcome of narrow prejudice against 
any one nationality, nor shouid it de 
dictated by the selfish interests and 
aims of any particular class.

Other important measures by the 
dozen will be brought up early in the 
session, which will be an extremely 
busy one, as before stated. Fortu- 
nately, none of these measures will be 
likely to interrupt, in any appreciable 
degree, the splendid business prosper- 
ity which the country is at present en- 
joying. 


SERVICE SELF- 
SUSTAINING. 

It is gratifying to note, from the an- 
nual report of First Assistant Post- 
master-General Johnson, that the 
steady increase in the postal revenues 
has at last resulted in making the 
free-delivery branch of the service 
self-sustaining. The gross postal rev- 
enues of the United States for the last 
fiscal year amounted to neafly $112,- 
000,000. Of this, $74,295,394 came from 
the 866 cities having free dclivery. The 
remaining 3600 Presidential postoffices 
yielded revenue amounting to $16,063,- 
252, and the 72,479 postoffices of the 
fourth class turned over to the gov- 
ernment $18,913,519. 

The free-delivery branch of the 
service is, of course, by far the most 
expensive. But, on the other hand, it 
yields a much larger revenue than 
eny other branch. That it is at last 
on a paying basis is a subject for con- 
gratulation, and a fact which consti- 
tutes a strong testimonial to the abil- 
ity with which the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is administered by tne present 
Postmaster-General. 

Our postal system d the best, the 
most far-reaching, and the most thor- 
ough in the world, and it is steadily 
growing better, under wise mayege- 
ment, from year to year. The difficul- 
‘ties of administering the business of 
this department, when the vast extent 
of territory to be covered is taken 
into consideration, and the sparsely- 
settled condition of a large part of 
that territory is remembered, are 
greater than any other nation has to 
contend with. But our postal system, 
though not yet by any means perfect, 
is a model in most respects—a model 
of efficiency, and a model of cheap- 
ness for the service rendered. It 
would today be self-sustaining, as a 
whole, were it not for the unwise pro- 
visions of a law passed several 
ago, which opened the door to the 
most flagrant abuses in the carriage 
of second-class matter, as has been 
pointed out by The Times in a pre- 
vious article. 

The First Assistant Postmaster- 
General recommends, among other 
things, a reduction in the fees paid 
for money orders so as to make the 
maximum 25 cents, instead of 30 
cents; reciassification of clerks at first 
and second-class postoffices; an appro- 
priation of $20,000,000 for postmasters’ 
salaries; the appointment of a fourth 
assistant superintendent of city-deliv- 
ery service, to have charge of the 
southern field, and that at all the 
larger postoffices, a supervisor of car- 
riers be appointed to have exclusive 
charge of letter carriers. 

It is of imterest to know that the 
daily sales of money orders in the 
United States, inclusive of fees, 
amount on the average to $973,814. The 
aggregate value of the money orders 
issued during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1901, was $294,618,681, which 
was an increase over the preceding 
year of about $39,000,000.

One of the greatest blessings upon 

rth is light which illuminates the 
heavens and brightens the world. 
Imagine for a single moment our un- 
happiness and misery, if only for the 
space of two or three days we were 
left without this divine and precious 
gift. In my humble estimation, blind- 
ness and darkness are man's greatest 
misfortunes. 

It is, indeed, very peculiar that the 
greatest events of Jewish history are 
more or less connected with “light. 
Sacred scripture tells us that at the 
beginning of creation, “God said, let 
there be light, and there was light. 
From the earliest 2 when idolatry 
and ignorance were the prevailing char- 
acteristics of the human race, “the 
children of Israel had light in their 
dwellings,” from which the true God 
idea (monotheism) evolved itself to a 
world-embracing religion. When other 
nations seemed oblivious to the rights 
of man, Israel was the divine agent 
“to laim liberty throughout the 
land unto all inhabitants thereof,” and 
to teach those fundamental laws of 
justice and holiness, which form the

Consequently, they 
ere defeated and driven away, when 
temple was clea and - 
cated in the year before the 
Christian era, there was no holy oll 
in readiness to light this golden lamp. 
After a careful search, however, a small 
cruse of oll was found, whose con- 
tents, though insufficient formerly for 
one single day, by the miraculous in- 
terference of God, lasted for more 
than a week. In memory of this event 
and in honor of that brilliant victory 
which the heroic Maccabees, with their 
God-inspired champions achieved over 
an inveterate foe, who tried to crush 
out the Jewish religian, and to force 
upon our ancestors his idolatry and 
worship, we Jews, every year light the 
“Menorah,” or a certain number 
candies. We begin with one 
and each evening add one, until we 
have reached, at the end of our festi- 
val, the number of eight. 

The lighting of the “Chanukah 
Candles” serves also to strengthen the 
heart of Israel in the belief that how- 
ever dark and gloomy his hopes and 
prospects may appear, still in the hour 
of the deepest grief and affliction, 
“light comes from above.” And small 
as this light of encouragement and 
comfort may prove at first, yet it 
waxes and increases more and more 
until it grows to an eight-fold luster 
and power. 

In former times these Chanukah Can- 
dles played a most important part in 
the houses of Israel. They cheered 
and brightened up the old and the 
young and afforded special delight and 
pleasure to the whole family, who at 
the mere sight of them felt happy and 
joyful. No festival is nfre suited for 
a Jewish family, especially where there 
are children, than the Feast of Chanu- 
kah Lights. The great historical fig- 
ures of a Mattathias with his five he- 
roic sons, Jochannan, Simon, Jud 
Eliezer and Jonathan, and above all 
the heart-thrilling martyrdom of the 
widowed mother Hannah with her 
seven courageous and fearless sons, 
are indeed beautiful pictures of na- 
tional greatness and religious endur- 
ance, which ought to inspire Israe 
with enthusiastic attachment and love 
to their inherited faith. 

These heroic Maccabees did not 
draw their swords for any gain of ter- 
ritory, for the increase of power, nor 
for personal fame. They battled for the 
rights granted by God, but trampled 
upon by cruel and savage men. 

Twenty centuries have passed since 
the Chanukah Feast was instituted by 
the Maccabees. During the long inter- 
val which separates us from that time,” 
Israel has had to encounter not only 
the armies of the Syrians, but the 
power of all the empires of the earth, 
and the Antiochus of every age, who by 
cruel persecutions and brutal force, 
have sought to make Israel forget the 
law of God and to desert the decrees of 
His will. 

Often has our sanctuary been vio- 
lated and profaned; often have its al- 
tars been overthrown by the sword of 
bigotry, and often, also, has our sanc- 
tuary reconquered, purified and 
reconsecrated to the faith and truth of 
Judaism. 

The miracle of Chanukah has many 
times been repeated in later days. 
There has always been found in our 
midst an untainted flask of oll, bear- 
ing the seal of truth. One spark of 
true Jewish faith has sufficed to keep 
up the sacred fire of many centuries: 
yes, a single Jewish truth, stamped 
with the divine seal, has often nour- 
ished the minds and the hearts of gen- 
erations. Let us then kindle the Cha- 
nukah Lights as symbols of everlasting 
truth, and, aided by their brillilancy, 
let us go forth to mumine the dark 
spots of the earth, to scatter the mists 
that still envelop the minds of men, to 
disperse the prejudice that still be- 
clouds the hearts of the people, to shed 
new luster upon Israel's glorious past, 
and strive to bring nearer that heav- 
enly time when all will acknowledge 
that “The Eternal is One, and His 
name also One.” Thus realizing the 
words of the sacred bard, King David, 
who said: “With God is the fountain 
of life and light; and in His light 
shall all the inhabitants of the earth 
see light.”

California's Flock Shows 
a Decrease. 


dgrigation Making the Land 
Too Valuable to Be Used 
for Pasture.

BOSTON. Nov. 29.—Previous to the 
current year, a census of the number 
of sheep in the United States has al- 
Ways been undertaken by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, but 
for some reason best known to them- 
selves, the officials of that department 
havé not carried out the plan this year, 
and rather than leave the work un- 
done, it has been carried through by 
the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers, with headquarters in 
Boston. In some respects the work 
accomplished differs from that of the 
government, for the census was taken 
to April 1, 1901, instead of at the begin- 


ning of the year. 

The work, however, has been carried 
on with great care and attention to de- 
tail, and as this characterizes all the 
statistical work of the Wool Manufac- 
turers’ Association, absolute confidence 
may be placed in their figures. The 
estimate of the total number of sheep 
in the country, exclusive of lambs un- 
der one year old is placed at 41,920,900, 
@s against the national census figures 
in 1900 (January 1,) of 41,883,065, and 
against the lowest on record of 159i, 
of 36.818.643. This comparison is some- 
what defective, however, owing to the 
difference between the dates of the 
government census and that of the 
wool association. Naturally a number 
of sheep die from exposure during the 
winter months, and the total is there- 
fore less in April than earlier. The 
total of over forty-one millions on 
April 4 1901, though but a few more 
than hand January 1, 1900, shows an 
i of 1,700,000 over those on hand 
2 198900. 

t is impossible for the association to 
state the value of the flock for 1901, 
but some previous figures may be of 
interest. The total value of the flock 
on January 1, 1885, was $107,960,650. 
By 1889 it dropped to $90,640,369. In 
1893 it had risen to the high level of 
$125,909,264, but by 1896 it had fallen to 
the lowest point on record, of 365.167. 
7. In 1899 it had advanced again to 
107. %%, 830, and last year the valuation 
was 22.665.913. Undoubtedly this 
year's valuation will be largely in ex- 
cess that in the year 1893, when it 
was at its highest for years. . 

According to the association's figures, 
California's flock in 1901 numbers 
759,850, as compared 2,001,501 
last year and 4,124,376 in 1 These 
same res place the Californie 1901 
clip at 12,318.950 pounds. with an aver-

States. It is accompanied by a re- 
duction in the shrinkage of fleeces, 
moreover, from 61.1 per cent. in 1900 
to 60 per cent. for the current year, a 
further favorable change which tends 
to confirm the statement that the wools 
of the current clip are in better condi- 
tion than ever before. 

California is placed below fifth in 
the table of quality of greasy wools, 
along with New, Mexico, Texas, Ohio 
and Colorado. ontana leads. with 
Wyoming second, Idaho third and Utah 
fourth, displacing Oregon to fifth. 
Montana also leads as a fiber producer. 

New Fugland's clip is barely half 
what it was in 1893. and the Middle 
States present much the same condi- 
tion, New York showing a decline, even 
from last year. The most steadfast 
deriine has been in the Southern 
States. Though the reiative loss from 
the largest clip is about the same in 
New England and the Middle States, 
the actual loss of the South is the 
largest incurred by any section.

Now for the first time have been 
brought to light some aspects of the 
every-day life, the home industries and 
arts of the inhabitants of the villages 
and settlements of Chinese Turkestan 
which were abandoned in the early 
centuries after the beginning of the 
Christian era, and have ins been 
buried under moving sand dunes. As 
showing the extent to which the desert 
has advanced, I may say that some of 
the settlements I excavated are situ- 
ated fully a hundred miles beyond the 
edge of the present cultivated area. 
The great lifeless desert is naturally 
regarded with much superstition by 
the people who live in the scant 
settlements along the desert edge, an 
the difficulty of carrying sufficient sup- 
plies and water has lyckily kept the na- 
| tive ‘treasure seekers’ from visiting 
and exploiting the more distant and 
also more ancient ruined sites which 
have now been systematically explored 
for the first time under the auspices 
of the Indian government. No doubt 
can be entertained,” continued the doc- 
tor, that the inhabitants of there 
places were in possession of a culture 
mainly derived from India, and that 
they were Buddhists. My excavations 
80 to prove that their culture was 
highly advanced, and that the art in- 
fluences of Greece and Rome were felt 
even at that great cistance from the 
centers of classical culture.

“Of special interest were the refuse 
heaps which we unearthed near some 
ruined houses, once apparently ten- 
anted by village officials—kinds of 
“‘waste-paper baskets, containing hun- 
dreds of documents, beautifully writ- 
ten on wooden tablets and carefully 
tied and sealed. Owing to the preserv- 
ative nature of the sand many of these 
were in splendid condition—the ink as 
black and the seals and string as per- 
fect as if they were only a few weeks 
old. As these documents are in a 
known Indian script, their deciphering 
can be expected to reveal in a fas- 
cinating manner many of the details 
of the ancient village life. But it will 
be a task requiring years of close 
study, as in India itself the materials 
available of this early script have so 
far been very scanty. At sites less 
ancient we also found paper docu- 
ments in Sanskrit, Chinese and 4180 
Tibetan manuecripts. In none of the 
excavations did I find any unknown 
characters. Round most of the sand 
buried houses were brought to light 
carefully-pianned little gardens, with 
| avenues of trees, fenced lanes, orchards 
and so forth. It was truly astonishing, 
on clearing away the sand, to find un- 
der the shrivelled hedges heaps of dried 
leaves, just as they had fallen in ages 
gone by. The gardens were much the 
same in character as those still to be 
found in Turkestan today. The trees 
were mostly poplars and ach, mul- 
berry and apricot trees. ere is no 
evidence that these places were aban- 
doned owing to any sudden catastro- 
phe, but their ual desertion was 
evidently due to the im ty of 
continued irrigation causing an ad- 
vance of the sand. 

“While articles of real value were 
therefore removed by their possessors, 
we found in the dwelling places many 
household implements of small valve, 
euch as pitchforks, mouse traps, boots, 
chairs, shoemakere’ lasts, etc. In the 
ruined temples we found a sort of unin- 
tentional exhibition of the fabrics of 
these remote ages—for in front of some 
of the idole wefe heaps of torn shreds 
of elaborately worked silks and other 
fabrice, which had been deposited as 
votive offerings. In one temple it was 
curtous to note an instance of where a 
Pilgrim, anxious, apparently to pro- 
pitiate as many deities as possible, had 
torn into portions a Tibetan manu- 
script, which he had divided among the 
various idols. These fragments were 
now once more united under glass 
panes. Many colossal statues in stucco 
were unearthed from the monastertes 
and temples. One of the latter con- 
tained in its cloisters over one hundred 
statues, all over life size. While as 
many as possible of these were cleared 
for the purpose of taking photographs, 
only a few could be rescued, as when 
the protecting sand wae removed the 
great stuccoes threatened to collapse,

It is conceded 
that Gutenberg printed before 1455, 
but fables and forgeries have hitherto 
been too much relied upon in eking 
out Gutenberg’s history. The ‘“Maza- 
rin Bible,” on which Gutenbers’s case 
I 1y rests, has a written entry cer- 
ti that the book was illuminated 
at Mainz in 1455, from which it would 
follow that it was printed before that 
year. But G. W. Moon—the well 
known critic of “the Queen's English” 
—suggests that this writing was not 
done by the illuminator. As the title

that the Magarin Bible lacks the marks 
of the earliest books: Both the Masa- 
rin Bible and the Pfister Bible—often 
classed with fi—are printed, he says, 
in a too Ww p manner to have 
been the first product of the printer's 
art.

He looks elsewhere than at Mainz 
for the first printer, and finds him in 
one Mentilin of Strassburg, who 


worked before and after Gutenberg 
went thence to Mainz.

mar and dictionary—is, he thinks, the 
oldest existing book, and this, it is 
concluded, was printed at St rs 
about 1445 by Mentilin, not by ten- 
berg. It is conceded that the latter 
was experimenting in Strassburg as 
early as 1440 and was at variance with 
certain associates who brought suit 
against him.

SKETCH OF NEW PRESIDENT. 

J A. Gates was born in 
Vermont, anuary 3, 1851. He was 
graduated from Dartmouth Co in 
1873, from Andover i- 
nary later, and was a student in the 
German wuhiversities from 1878 to 1880. 
He became pastor in Montclair, N. J., 
and was elected president of lowa Col- 
lege in 1887; this office he held until 
his resignation in November, 1900, on 
account of his wife's health. Later he 
accepted a call to the pastorate of the 
First Congregational Church of Chey- 
ene, Wyo. While president at Grin 
nell over $200,000 endowment was added 
to the college funds, and its annual 
income was increased from $19,000 to

City Engineer Declares the 
Measure Vill Prevent Poor 
Work and Cheating. 


In a somewhat innocent-appearing 
ordinance introduced in the Council 
yesterday and referred to the Board of 
Public Works there is detected by some 
persons an attempt on the part of the 
Council to create offices for a lot of 
political protégés, whose principal task 
will be to draw $3 a day for duties 
which they may or may not perform. 
That this money will come direct from 
the pockets of improvement-making 
property owners instead of from the 
city treasury seems to be its only dif- 
ference, in the minds of many, from the 
ordinary political “greft.” 

The ordinance, which has the sup- 
port of the City Engineer, the Street 
Superintendent, the Finance Committee 
of the Council, and of the members of 
the Board of Public Works, provides 
that street-grading and cement side- 
walk and curb contractors shall pay 
certain engineers’ fees, and the salaries 
of inspectors who supervise the work, 
and see that the cement is laid’ accord- 
ing to specifications. Heretofore the 
City Engineer's force of surveyors has 
devoted about half ite time to the

no attention to the duties for which 
they were paid. So far as the extra 
engineer's fees are concerned, they may 
be all right. I don't know much about 
that, but I do object most strongly to 
the creation of political positions.” 

Should the ordinance go through, the 
contractors say the makers of the im- 
provements will be the ones to pay the 
increased expense which simply would 
be added to the present cost of the 
curbs and walks. 

There are engineers who say that 
the opposition to the appointment of 
inspectors comes from contractors who 
make a profit through the use of inte 
rior materials, and who fear that this 
lucrative, though dishonest, practice 
will be interfered with.

Sergeant-Major Conger 
Gets Drunk.

4 rmy Prisoners Escort 
Proves Recreant. 


His Five Charges Rest in 
County Jail While He is 
Sobering Up. 


Five former troopers in the United 
States army, all of them under sen- 
tence at Alcatraz military prison in 
San Francisco Bay, spent last night 
in the County Jail because the non- 
commissioned officer, who commanded 
the detail guarding them en route, be- 
came too drunk yesterday to care for 
his prisoners. 

The prisoners are Arthur Vandeveer, 
Joseph Chamberlain, James k. Steph- 
enson, Theodore Britton and Frederick 

lank. They were former members of 

Fourteenth Cavalry. U.S. A., Sta- 
Honed at Fort Grant, Ariz. At a re- 
cent court-martial there they were 
each sentenced to fourteen months’ im- 
prisonment for desertion. They left 
Fort Grant guarded by Sergt.-Maj. 
John 8. Conger and two troopers, and 
arrived in Los Angeles shortly before 
II o'clock yesterday morning. After 
leaving the train at the Arcade depot 
the entire party went to a neighboring 


saloon, where they proceeded to 

,quench the thirst produced by the 

10 ride over the desert. 
sergeant-major had plenty of 


money and was ready to spend it, and 
the prisoners were willing to permit 
him to do so. The two troopers, how- 


‘ever, refused to drink, and kept such 
a close watch upon the prisoners that 
in spite of the condition of the ser- 


geant-major none of them escaped. 
The party had intended to leave for 
the North at 11:40 o'clock, but when 
that time arrived Conger had only be- 
n to drink, and he missed the train. 
t was noon before he learned that it 
had ieft. Then he wanted to take the 
next train, and to accommodate him 


the Southern Pacific officials made ar- 
rangements to send him over the Coast 
line. As the time for the departure of 
this train approached, Conger lined 
his prisoners in the depot and drawing 
his revolver poked it in the faces of the 
men. They protested, and the police- 
man on duty at the depot decided that 
it was time for him to act. 

By this time Conger was too drunk 
to care when he left Los Angeles, and 
the conductor of the Santa Barbara 
train refused to permit him to take 
his. priseners aboard the train. The 

liceman notified the United States 

arsha!, and he informed Lieut. Val- 
entine. who is in charge of the recruit- 
ing office here. Lieut. Valentine sent 
Corp. Garrett to the depot, and the lat- 
ter reported that the condition of af- 
fairs there was even worse than the 
policeman had represented. 

It was then too late to take the pris- 
oners north until the night train, and 
the sergéant-major's condition was 
such that he was not fit to take charge 
of them. It was therefore decided to 
conduct the men to the County Jail, 
and accompanied by officers of the 
United State's Marshal's office, the 
two sober troopers and the corporal, 
the five deserters were taken to jail. 

Conger accompanied them there, and 
was relieved of his revolver. but was 
not placed under arrest. If he is sober 
this morning he may be permitted to 
continue his journey northward, but 
upon his return to Fort Grant it 16 
almost certain that he will be placed 
in arrest. Lieut. Valentine will, of 
course, report the matter to Col. Lebo, 
commanding the Fourteenth Cavalry, 
and upon that report it s more than 
probable that there will be another 
court-martial.

“We have not opposed the grant- 
ing of the ‘blanket franchise,’ nor has 
the Traction Company asked for other 
franchises in opposition. I think, how- 
ever, that the Council will go slow in 
the matter.

tion of the State. 

“It is apparent,” says Deputy Wilbur, 
“that upon a technical question raised 
as to the validity of the patent, its 
validity is, to say the least, a matter of 
great doubt. land was not only 
located within two miles of the city of 
Wilmington, disincorporated only a few 
days before the patent was granted, 
but is also located within a short dis- 
tance of the city of San Pedro, which 
was incorporated shortiy after the 
granting of the patent. The majority 
of the lands so situated is inside of the

GOLD-BRICK CASE. 
SMITH ON TRIAL AGAIN. 

False pretenses in obtaining the sum 
of $221 from the Bank of California is 
the charge on which William T. Smith, 
a local assayer, is being tried in the 
criminal court, his trial beginning 
yesterday morning. It is alleged that 
the defendant on April 4 of this year 
represented that a certain metal 
“brick” contained gold worth $245, 
whereas, according to the prosecution, 
he well knew the same to be base 
metal of lead and zinc. At any rate 
the bank advanced him $221 on the 
„brick,“ but afterward had him ar- 
rested on three charges, involving sim- 
Har transactionse—one for false pre- 
tenses and two for embezzlement.

Older Methods Contrasted With the 
Present Ones—Continual Improvement 
in the Systems. 

[London Standard:] Between the 
days when David Copperfield was in- 
formed that learning stenography was 
accounted equal to the acquisition of 
six languages and the publication the 
other day of the “Twentieth Century 


Edition” of Pitman'’s Shorthand, a 
great deal has happened. David, it 
will be remembered, gave half a 
guinea for his instruction book, and 


when he had got it he was plunged 
into a sea of perplexity which brought 
him to the verge of distraction. A 
“Phonographic Teacher” can now be 
bought for sixpence, and the art may 
be acquired in three months of dili- 
gent application by any intelligent 
schoolboy. It was Gurney'’s system, 
long so highly esteemed, and even now 
not extinct, that Dickens used in the 
gallery of the House of Commons; but 
it was probably net more difficult than 
its rival, invented by Samuel Taylor, 
or than the earlier method of Byrom. 
There were many previous systems; 
the Romans. we know, were acquainted 
with abbreviated writing, while the use | 
of shorthand for reporting in England 
goes back well into the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, when men yet had leisure 
and inclination to read long sermons. 
In one particular, at least, literature 
owes a heavy debt to one of these old 
forms of stenography, for Samuel 
Pepys wrote his Diary in Thomas 
Skeiton’s shorthand, which was pub- 
lished as far back is 1620. Had it not 
been for the welcome obscurity ot 
“character,” as Skelton’s predecessor, 
Bright, called his invention, the famous 
secretary to the Admiralty might not 
have found time to make his enter- 
tained ‘jottings—certainly he would 
have lacked effrontery to write down 
some of tbem in plain words, even 
had there been no fear of Mrs. Pepys 
before his eyes. The older systems 
have now no more than an antiquarian 
interest, even to the expert, since they 
were all rapidiy and finally beaten 
out of the field when the late Nr 
Isaac Pitman devised what he at first 
called “Stenographic Soundhand,” now 
so familiar under the name of phonog- 
raphy. The principle upon which it 
was constructed differed radically from 
that of its predecessors. Where they 
had followed the spelling of words, 
Pitman worked solely by their sound. 
Sixty years have elapsed, yet the ex- 
cellence of his method stands out in 
brilliant contrast even to the many
